very lull program had been arranged 
lor the business meeting, and as soon

.'G. Griffith, president of the Azusa 
Chamber, called the meeting to order 
and, with a few cordial words of wel- 
i- me, turned it over to Mr. Jonas 
Killian, the new president of the as- 
oeiation. 

Initial Meeting Reviewed 

Mr. Killian called for the reading 
■ the minutes of the first meeting, 
’ • n year.- ago when the idea of all 
■ < hambers of Commerce of the 
• ■n Gabriel Valley co-operating for 
’ae welfare of the whole valley first 
took concrete form. 

The men who had served the asso- 
ation as presidents since that time 
iv called on for short speeches, and 
. H. Evans of Monrovia, Griffith of 
Azusa, l’rank W heeler of Claremont 
and Shultis of Baldwin Park in turn 
poki of the work of the past, touch¬ 
ing humorously on some of the 
troubles the association had overcome 
and showing how the united force of 
:hc communities had accomplished 
much for the welfare of the whole 
section. 

Blocked White Elephant Deal 

The first big tiling tha association 
accomplished was blocking the sale of 
the Monolith Cement Plant to the 
county by the city of Los Angeles in 
1915. The city was anxious to get rid 
of vvhat had proved to be a white ele¬ 
phant, and the majority of the super¬ 
visors of that day were influenced to 
favor the deal when the Associated 
Chambers stepped in and saved the 
ounty from that added expense to 
the taxpayers. 

Since that time the association has 
been as effective in preventing the 
consummation of hurtful projects as 
in pushing advantageous ones to com¬ 
pletion. 

Supervisor Cogswell and J. N. 
Mathews of Covina, who has been 
supervisor and who has always been 
most active in promoting the asso¬ 
ciation, told of live value of the asse¬ 
rtion as a medium of expression of 
the wishes of the people of the valley 
to the supervisors of the county. 

Supervisor Cogswell urged that the 
chole of Southern California back the 
city of I,os Angeles in its efforts to 
ffitain things which ultimately work 
to the hcnel • of the whole south. He 
called attention to the fact that when- 
ver San Francisco wanted anything 
in the state, the entire north got hack 
of it. and San Francisco generally 
brought home the bacon. In the mat¬ 
ter of rcanportionment of the state 
particularly, the south lest out in the 
last session of the legislature because 
Los Angeles did not have the undi¬ 
vided support of the southern repre¬ 
sentatives. 

Speech Well Received 

M . Weaver was then introduced 
and lield the close attention of his 
audience through an interesting, in¬ 
formative talk, constantly illuminated 
by flashes of wit, which lasted for 
almost three-quarters ol an hour.

The State Will Aid 
Educate Veterans 


The News is in receipt of a commu¬ 
nication from the State of California 
Veterans Welfare Board enclosing 
copies of the regulations covering the 
California Veterans Educational In¬ 
stitute, with a request that it be 
called to the attention of veterans in 
this vicinity. 

This Institute is one of the projects 
made possible by the action of the 
last Legislature to assist veterans of 
the World War who were bona iide 
residents of this state at the time 
they entered the army, navy or ma¬ 
rine service during the late war, and 
who have received an honorable dis¬ 
charge from that service. 

Any veteran who can comply with 
the ahove and who desires to complete 
his education may apply for admis¬ 
sion to the Institute and if, in the 
opinion of the board, his needs can 
be satisfactorily met in educational 
institutions in this state, the board 
will assume state wardship over his 
education. 

Considerable latitude is allowed the 
board in dealing with the require¬ 
ments of the different cases, the idea 
being to give the greatest possible 
service to the deserving applicants 
with the funds available. No veteran 
who has taken advantage of the state 
veteran’s farm and home purchase act 
or who has received a bonus or ad¬ 
justed compensation from this state, 
can apply for this educational benefit. 

Anv veteran who wishes to know 
further details can obtain the infor¬ 
mation by calling at the News office, 
where a copy of the regulations will 
be available for examination.

In some things this city has shown a marvellous spirit of 
co-operation in the past. But the time has come when the 
city as a whole, all parts of it, all the people in it, must lay 
aside all personal likes or dislikes, all sectional differences, 
and pull together for the upbuiiding of a worthwhile com¬ 
munity. 

We are growing fast, very fast. That growth must be 
directed aright and the probems resulting from that growth 
must be handled with a broad vision for the future. 

We have every natural advantage for a city as beautiful as 
a dream. Only co-operation will make the man-made part 
anywhere nearly approximate what nature has offered us.

Building and Loan 

Organized Here 

The Western Building and Loan 
Company of Salt Lake has estab¬ 
lished a branch in Sierra Madre and 
within a very short time loans will be 
available for building purposes. 

For a long time the business men 
interested in the upbuilding of this 
city have been discussing the possi¬ 
bility of establishing a Building and 
Loan Association here, as there were 
many who desired to build on their 
propertv but w ho were not able to get 
the necessary funds to finance the 
work. 

The principal obstacle in the way of 
organizing a local company was that 
the first few years of the life of these 
concerns generally require close figur¬ 
ing to pull through. In a town of this 
size it is difficult to get enough capi¬ 
tal to accomplish any very large re¬ 
sults, the growth has of necessity to 
be very slow. 

Efforts have been made repeatedly 
to persuade the Los Angeles com¬ 
panies to establish branches here or 
to made loans here, but they have all 
the business they can handle at their 
doors in Los Angeles and they are not 
interested. Our Chamber of Com¬ 
merce devoted much time to this line 
of work in the spring, and at that 1 
time a representative of the Weston 
was in this city, hut satisfactory ar¬ 
rangements could not be completed 
and the matter was dropped. 

Recently another representative of 
the company, who has more authority 
and is in a position o put the plan in 
operation shortly, C. N. Elder, has 
been interviewing local men and has 
obtained enough subscriptions to 
stock to justify the formation of a 
branch here. 

This company is well established 
and has tremendous resources, there¬ 
fore more money for loans will he 
available than would be possible for 
several years if a local company were 
organized. The rea Instate men wel¬ 
come the advent of this enterprise, as 
they have had to lose the sale of many 
lots because the prospective pur¬ 
chasers could not obtain local capital 
to enable them to build the homes 
they desired. As our bank is a na¬ 
tional bank, it cannot make loans for 
a longer period than one year, and 
many people must obtain money for a 
longer term than that. 

Under the plan of the Building and 
Loan Association, the loan is repaid 
in monthly installments and. for the 
persons of small hut regular incomes 
it forms the ideal method of financing 
homebuilding.

New rate schedules which will af¬ 
fect electric service for agricultural 
and domestic purposes reducing costs 
to the small intermitent use.-, are now- 
in effect in Sierra Madre and vicinity. 

District Manager Fred Schwartz 
has just received the schedules and is 
prepared to give information to all 
power users. The P-12 Schedule di¬ 
rectly affects agricultural users and i_s 
optional to Schedules P-C and P-i. 
Although being received only last 
last week, it is resroactive to April 20 
last. This schedule carries a readi- 
ness-to-serve charge of $5 per horse¬ 
power, and $3.50 per horsepower per 
year all over ten horsepower of con¬ 
nected load. The energy charge is 
the same as that of Schedule I -6 for 
the class of service rendered. 

This new schedule has features that 
may be advantageous to those oper¬ 
ating pumping plants intermittent 1\ 
throughout the year. .... . . 

The second schedule which is of in¬ 
terest to the users of electric ranges 
is the C-l rate with a combination 
lighting and cooking sen-ice. and 
means a reduction of one-half cent pet 
kilowatt hour for a heating or cook¬ 
ing service. The C-l schedule has 
been'revised so as to be effective on 
all meter readings taken on and alter 
September 4.
